Abolished In Britain

mailman had to escort him right 
to his doorstep and ring twice. 
"The service, unfortunately, has 
had to be 
discontinued,"

to 
Parliam ent 
recently. 
Not Many Tse Service 
Not m any made use of the c u r­ 
ious service, but a number of per- , 
sons lost in strange places have j 
lound it helpful. 
The last man I 
known to have 
mailed 
himself! 
used the postal service to outw it 
the British army. 
On a visit in 1940 i0 the island 
o' G uernsey in the English C h an ­ 
nel the m an found, when he set 
out for home, that soldiers had 
taken all the places in the only 
boat. 
T he soldiers’ orders 
said 
they had priority over all other 


passengers. 
Bul the resourceful 
gentleman knew the regulations.; 
and was aware that under the cir­ 
cumstances mail had priority over 
soldiers. 
So he attached stumps 
to himself and the post oliice had 
to put him aboard. 
The whole thing started in 1907 I 
when a woman sent a baby across j 
Britain by post. 
She was criti— I 
eized, but postal r e g u la tio n s per- j 
mitted the sending of living crea- : 
tures.

tor 
vacations, I 
and a political agitator once mail­ 
ed himself to Hie late Prime Min­ 
ister 
Neville 
Chamberlain. 
The 
prime minister was not amused, 
and took refuge in another regu­ 
lation saying that lie wasn’t oblig­ 
ed to t accept a package just be­ 
cause the post ol five had sent it 
to him.

asked to be sent to Canada by 
parcel post. The appropriate num­ 
ber ot stamps for an emigrant of 
his heft 
was 
cheaper 
than 
a 
steamship ticket. 
The post c i l i c e 
got out of accepting that package 
by discovering that 
the 
service 
covered only the British Isles.

ly. 
G radual 
exposure 
is the first 
essential. 
And even 
when baby 
has acquired a good healthy tan, 
it still is not safe to place her in 
the direct rays of the sun. 
Al­ 
ways keep in mind that an ex­ 
trem e sunburn can be just as seri­ 
ous as a heat burn. 
To keep your baby as cool and 
com fortable as possible while she 
is out and under the sun, 
place 
her 
on a m at 'o r 
pad 
on 
the 
ground. 
She will 
only 
become 
overheated lf she rem ains in her 
•arriage. 
If you 
are at the beach, 
the 
baby should be kept 
completely 
out of the sun for the 
first 
few 
days. The reflected 
glare will in 
ah probability more than furnish 
enough burning power. 
As soon 
as your baby 
is 
old enough 
to 
move about under her own steam, 
cover her head w ith a hat.

Teenage 
Infatuation 
Needs 
Kindly Patience And Tact 
By Elizabeth B. H urlock, Ph.D. 
Parents of teenagers are often 
worried when their children be­ 
come infaturated w ith w hat they 
regard 
as 
“unsuitable” people. 
The more they talk against them, 
the stronger the in fa tu a tio n is 
likely to become. How' to handle 
the problem is the question asked 
by the m other w’ho wrote: 
(Q) “My 17-year-old son is in­ 
terested in a girl seven years 
older than he. I have tried ev­ 
erything to get him to stay away 
from her but I am making no 
headway. At his age, one can­ 
not tell what he may do. The 
girl is a diabetic and is in the 
hospital quite often. Everyone in 
her neighborhood knows of her 
condition. She works three or 
four days a week, when she is 
able and. if my son hasn’t any 
money, she will buy him things. 
If my son doesn’t go to see her 
and she knows where he is. she 
will 
suddenly 
appear 
there. 
Since she has quite a lot of in­ 
fluence over him. I’m afraid she 
will coax him into getting mar­ 
ried. He has a hard time get­ 
ting a job, because of his age, 
so he would not be able to take 
on 
responsibility 
like 
that. 
Please tell me what to do." 
(A ) There are two things you 
can do to prevent your son from 
assum ing the serious responsibi­ 
lities of m arriage long before he 
is ready. The first is to help him to 
see how impossible such a m arri­ 
age would be, even if the age dif­ 
ference and his youth were not 
considered. 
Has he any idea w hat it costs 
to go to the hospital frequently 
and how much medicine for dia­ 
betes costs? I doubt it. This you 
could help him to realize by ask­ 
ing the young woman, kindly but 
pointedly, in front of 
your 
son 
how m uch her illness costs her a 
m onth or year. Then tell him how 
much it costs you to run a home, 
even when you count only the bare 
necessities. 
The second thing you eau do 
is to invite the young woman to 
your home frequently and have 
some of your son’s contem porar­ 
ies there at the same time. Be 
nice to this young woman but help 
your son to see how out of place 
she is w ith the group he has been 
going w ith. Never treat her as 
an outcast or refuse to have her in 
your home. That 
might 
drive 
your son to do the very thing you 
fear, which is to m arry her. So 
long as you treat her as a friend 
of the family, 
he 
will 
not 
be 
tem pted to meet her outside of 
the home or to run away and m ar­ 
ry her. 
Elizabeth Hurlock is one of the 
nation’s great psychologists, and 
she will gladly help you with per­ 
sonal problems.
